KANSAS CITY, April 3.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] Thomas Bixby, president 
of the Dawes commission to the Five 
Civilized Tribes, said today that there 
are hundreds of marriageable heiresses 
in the Indian Territory. Probably 
three thousand young Indian women 
would seon come into possession of 
lands worth $8000 to each. Many of 
these young women are beautiful. 
“I cannot say this, however, of all 
of them, or even a majority of them.“ 
he continued. “The full-bloods are 
slovenly and ugly. In order to marry 
one of these Indian heiresses, a man 
must become a member of the Choctaw 
or Chickasaw tribes, obligating him- 
self to obey alf the laws and customs 
of the tribes. 
“A fortune-hunter who would marry 
a Chickasaw must pay a wedding fee 
of $1000 to the tribe. But it costs only 
$1.50 to become a Choctaw. When a 
man marries one of the Indians he be- 
comes one of the tribe and is entitied 
to his part of the land, which is to be 
alloted to the individual members of 
the tribe.”

BIGGEST DAY OF ITS KIND ON THE 


Struggling and Howling Brokers Cut 
Antics in Their Excitement—Phillips 
Still Clings to His Corn and Oats and 
a Stiff Upper Lip. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
CHICAGO, April 3. —A strong effort 
was made on the Board of Trade today 
to crowd George H. Phillips, the “Corn 
King, to the wall. He was driven 
clear out of the wheat market, but 
gave up none of his holdings in corn 
and oats. 
The day was the biggest of ite kind 
the board has witnessed in many years, 
the governing conditions unusual, and 
the jam of struggling, howling brok- 
ers and traders cutting antics filling 
the public galleries to their limit. 

May wheat sold down to 714%@71%, 
and closed at 72%@72%, a net loss for 
the day of 2 cents, May corn tumbled 
to 40%, the net loss for the day being 
1% cents. The slump was hastened by 
the closing-out of trades of a St. Louis 
operator. May oats went to 24% and 
closed at 24%. 

Calis for margins were made on 
Phillips to the extent of nearly $250,000 
more, all such demands being met 
promptly. His firm now has nearly 
$500,000 up as margins, some of which 
will be released tomorrow. 

The attempt to snatch the sceptre 
from the “Corn King resulted in kur- 
ther heavy: logses to his customers, 
either actual or paper profits, in corn, 
and of heavy losses on oats, but 
Phillips sticks to his policy. At the 
close he declared he had not been 
shaken out of his corn and oats, and 
believed they would do better tomor- 


row. 

The wheat deal was a different story. 
Phillips advised his customers to sell, 
and unloaded nearly 1,000,000 bushels 
early. This wheat showed an average 
lose of at least 2% cents a bushel, or 
nearly $25,000. The market was in- 
tensely nervous, and in wheat in the 
first minute of the session prices 
ranged from % to nearly 2 cents below 
the closing price. The prompt response 
by Phillips to morning calls for mar- 
gins steadied the markets, but toward 
noon, on his selling out his wheat on 
general liquidation and on the re- 
ported failure of a St. Louls corn 
speculator, there were further sharp 
declines. After the close he was advis. 
ing his customers to keep a “stiff up- 
per lip,” and was acting on that ad- 
vice himself. 

»I believe that corn and oats have 
had all the break they will have,” he 
said, “and will do better tomorrow. I 
have advices from two dozen points in 
Illinois and lowa that farmere have 
little corn to sell, or that roads are 
impassable, amd feeders are taking the 
corn at higher than Chicago prices, 
and that seeding of oats is already de- 
layed a week. ere will be more rains 
this week, and if seeding should de de- 
layed until April 15, as it is quite likely 
to be, you will see oats go up 2 cente 
a day till people forget they ever sold 
at 26 cents.”

MOVEMENT TO STOP SHOOTS.

NEW YORK, April 3.—A revolt has 
started among a number of citizens of 
New York against the indiscriminate 
slaughter of birds at the tournament 
of the Interstate Association, which is 
now in progress at Interstate Park, 
Queens, L. I., and, it is said, a move- 
ment has been started to secure legis- 
lation prohibiting such events. 

Among the leaders in the movement 
is Ralph Waldo Trine, the Boston au- 
thor, who is now living in New York. 
The promoters of the movement will 
take the stand that such tournaments 
are not sport and that a true sporting 
man ought to be disgusted at such 
slaughter. Mr. Trine has always been 
a lover of animals, and is something 
of a naturalist. 

“I regret very much,” he said last 
night, “that nothing can be done to 
prevent the present slaughter, but a 
number of citizens here are in favor 
of bringing a bill before the Legisla- 
ture to make such cruelty impossible. 
1 cannot understand how people can 
call the killing, maiming. or torturing 
of 20,000 pigeons in such a deliberate 
way sport. I am sure every true 
sportsman’s blood will revolt against 
such a carnival of slaughter. It is a 
disgrace to a civilized community. 

“There will be necessarily such 
rapid shooting that many hundreds of 
the wounded birds will not be re- 
trieved, and will die by starvation or 
slow torture. Shooting at clay pigeons 
would serve just as well as live pigeons. 
Such a cold-blooded slaughter of God's 
creatures is unworthy of American 
people, or a country like ours, which is 
known for its h®*manitarian impulses.”

JONES A VERY 
COOL VILLAIN. 


Valet Adds Details of 
Murder Story. 


Admits He Confesses to 
Escape Death. 


Patrick to Enter a General 
Denial— Fire Hastened Mur- 
der Attempted Suicide. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Charies F. 
Jones, who was the valet-secretary to 
William Marsh Rice, the aged mil- 
lionaire, who, according to Jones's 
confession yesterday, was murdered by 
the use of chloroform in September 
last, finished his testimony today on 
direct examination in the proceedings 
before Justice Jerome, charging Al- 
bert T. Patrick with murder. The 
story of the murder conspiracy which 
Jones outlined on Tuesday he today 
filled in with a wealth of detail, and 
with a coolness and nerve which un- 
der the circumstances was almost over- 
wheiming. 

According to the story of the valet- 
secretary, he and Patrick had drawn 
up the bogus will, and were waiting 
with what patience they could for old 
man Rice to die, when a mill burned 
down in Texas. Rice’ connections 
there desired to rebuild it, and he 
spoke of advancing $100,000 or $125,000 
required to replace the burned prop- 


erty. 

“Patrick told me to use all my in- 
fluence with Rice,“ said Jones today, 
“not to rebuild the mill, as this would 
take out all the ready cash from the 
estate.“ 

But Rice insisted on advancing the 
money, and presently authorized a 
draft for $25,000 from one of his cor- 
respondents in Texas. Word of the 
draft arrived in New York on Satur- 
day, and Jones, in accordance with his 
compact, told Patrick about it. It was 
only $25,000, but, according to the valet, 
Patrick felt that he could not spare 
even this much out of the millions that | 


he was already counting as his own, 

“He then said,” testified Jones, 
“that he would have to do something 
to get Rice out of the way before 
Monday, when the draft would arrive.” 

PLOT WAS DEEP-LAID. | 

Even more illustrative of the cau- 
tion and thoroughness of the plot con- 
ceived and carried out by these men, 
Was another instance related by Jones. 
The manager of Rice's estate in 
Texas—a man named Cohen—was in 
the habit of sending to Rice monthly 
a check made out in his name for his 
salary. Rice paid him by signing the 
check and mailing it back to him. 
When one of these checks came along, 
and after ‘Rice had signed it and 
given it to Jones to mail, he turned it 
over to Patrick in order that the latter 
might practice on the signature. The 
next check that came from Cohen was 
signed with the forgery of Rice's name 
and sent along in order, by its pas- 
sage through the banks of ‘Texas, that | 
they might test the merit of the 
forgery. The experiment was an en- 
tire success, and gave them great con- 
fidence in the greater forgeries yet to 
come. 

There was one point today at which 
it was confidently| expected Jones 
would give some sign of emotion. It 
was even anticipated that he might 
break down. This was when he was 
asked about the effort he had made at 
suicide in The Tombs, but the expecta- - 
tion Was again disappointed. 

JONES EMOTION-PROOF. 

It was on cross-examination that 
Jones really demonstrated that he was 
emotion-proof. Robert Moore went 
about the cross-examination in a spirit 
of thoroughness that would have dis- 
mayed most men. Gradually he felt 
along the outline of Jones's story, until 
he satisfied himself there was nothing 
to be gained by a patient siege, and 
then he attempted to storm Jones's 
position. 

When he spoke of the killing of Rice 
he called it murder, and he kept the 
electric chair in the mind of the man 
on the witness stand, who answered 
everything as calmly and quietly as if 
the thing was merely a perfunctory re- 
hearsal. It was impossible to shake 
the testimeny of the witness. He had 
a memory like an almanac, and his re- 
plies were phonograph-like in their 
brevity. 

Perhaps the only point where the at- 
torney for Patrick even appeared to 
shake the nerve and confidence of 
Jones was when he extorted a state- 
ment from him that he hoped by tell- 
ing his present story to escape the 
death penalty for murder. 

Patrick's defense will be a general 
denial. It will not be revealed in de- 
tail until the actual murder trial takes 
place, which will probably not be until 
October next. Jones, according to the 


defense, was the archconspirator and 
Patrick was only the innocent tool of 
the valet. ; 


JONES TALKS TO POLICE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PhESs—A.M.)} 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Jones began’ 
today by relating that on Monday, the 
day following Rice’s death, four men 
who represented themselves to be law- 
yers called at the flat and asked ques- 
tions concerning the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death. Jones told Pat- 
rick he thought these men were de- 
tectives. The next morning Jones went 
to police headquarters. hen he re- 
turned home he found a number of 
detectives in the place. 

On Tuesday afternoon he was taken 
to police headquarters, where he was 
questioned. He found Patrick also 
headquarters. Patrick told Jones he 
had found the will witnessed in his 
(Patrick's) office, and a number of 
bogus letters were written on the will 
matter. On this occasion, Jones testi- 
fied, Patrick asked when Rice had 
last been given mercury. 

“I told him Thursday,” said Jones. | 
“Patrick then told me that there 
would not be any traces of that left 
in the system at the time of the au- 
topsy, and that the embalming fluid 
would kill all traces of the oxalic acid, 
which was a vegetable poison.” 

Witness then told of Dr. Curry hav- 
ing come to the apartments on Tues- 
day, where he met Patrick. The two 
had a long talk, which Jones did not

UMAN BEINGS BAKED 
BY FIRE AT BAKU. 
— 
MAIL ADVICES CONCERNING THE 
CONFLAGRATION. 
— 


Nine Charred Corpses Recovered Up to 
the Time the Steamer Left—One 
Hundred and Sixty Persons Injured. 
One Hundred Missing. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) April 3.—De- 
talls of the recent terrible conflagra- 
tion at Baku are given as follows by 
the Japan Daily Mall: 

“Dispatches from Baku say that all 
available hospitals are filled with suf- 
ferers of the fire, while the sheds on 
the fair grounds are crowded with 
homeless people. The fire broke out 
in the evening at meal time, and spread 
so rapidly that many people were un- 
able to escape from their homes. The 
fire even cut off the retreat of the 
spectators, thirty of whom perished. 

“It is said that the conflagration 
was started by a discharged employé 
for the purpose of revenge, and it is 
‘further reported that the naphtha res- 
ervoirs had been previously filled with 
water, which, in overflowing, carried 
the flaming fluid over the town, in- 
volving scores of houses. The stream 
of fire was several yards high. Num- 
bers of people were seen attempting 
to escape, while their bodies burned 
like torches. The total number of vic- 
tims is not ascertainable at present. 

“It is announced, that ten factories 
and five depots were burned, contain- 
‘ing altogether 35,000,000 poods of 
naphtha and naphtha refuse. It is 
estimated that the losses will exceed 
6,000,000 roubles. 

“Nine charred corpses have been re- 
covered. One hundred and sixty per- 
sons were injured 7 burning, forty- 
one of these severely, have 
succumbed to their injuries. Many vic- 
time are still in the ruins, and the 
search is proteeding. It is not known 
how many of the spectators perished, 
but a hundred persons are still miss- 
ing.”

OODWINKED SIGNERS 
TO eT PETITION. 


KING THINKS THERE IS FRAUD IN 
BIG ROLL. 


oor 


Attacks the Method of Rolling Up the 
Long List cf Names at a Methodist 
Church Meeting— Ministers Stirred 
Up. 


Edson J. King, a real estate agent, 
whose address is recom No. 3, V. M. C. A. 
building, has some harsh things to 
say about the 10,000-signature petition 
presented to the City Council by local 
saloonists who are hopeful of Sunday 
opening, and whose fight before the 
authorities begins thie morning. Mr. 
King has examined the immense roll 
of names on file with the City Clerk, 
and he does not like its make-up. 

‘In fact, it seems to him to be fraud- 


ulent. 

He told the Methodists so last night 
at their weekly prayer meeting in the 
First Church at the corner of Sixth 
and Hill streets, and many of them 
thought his view of it was plausible. 
He spoke plainly. 

“Many of your people,” said he, “are 
wondering how the saloonjelement of 
this city could get 10,000 voters to sign 
a petition for Sunday opening, while 
the counter-petition presented by the 
other element is only a fourth as v 
orous in point. of numbers. Well, il 
tell you how it looks to me. I may be 
mistaken, but I examined about a rod 
of the saloonists’ petition at the City 
Hall thie afternoon and noticed that 
the text of the resolutions, which vot- 
ers are supposed to have signed, occurs 
only occasionally along the string. 
while a great many headless pleces of 
paper holding signatures have been 
pasted together under each set of res- 
olutions. 

“Now it occurs to me that the signa- 
tures of thousands of people might 
have been attached originally to some- 
thing else and then cut off and added 
to this petition that these people 
never aw. 

„At any rate, there is right here a 
great opportunity for fraud. What 
was to have prevented the saloon men 
from circulating various sorts of peti- 
tions for things which even temper- 
ance people might agree to, and then 
using the signatures to another petition 
altogether?

And I am sorry to say that 
the counter-petition is paste. some, 
too, but to no considerable extent. 
Nevertheless the strict rule should be 
enforced in both cases, until all chance 
of crooked work hae been eliminated.”

SUNDAY-OPENING SCHEME. 

There is no sufficient ground for 
the assumption that, because fhe liquor 
dealers have secured 10,000 signatures 
to a petition for Sunday opening, their 
scheme would carry i submitted to 
popular vote. Even if it be conceded 
that each of the 10,000 signers of the 
petition is a legal voter, it does not 
follow that the proposition to open the 
saloons on Sunday would receive an 
affirmative vote if it were to be de- 
cided at the polls. 
It is well known that many persons 
are ready to sign a petition for almost 
anything if asked to do so by some 
friend, or by a clever canvasser. The 
fact that the liquor men made a es- 
tematic canvass of the city, in their 
quest for signers to their petition, ex- 
plains the large number of signatures 
which they secured. There can be no 
doubt that a large proportion of those 
who signed the petition for Sunday 
opening would vote squarely against 
the proposition if the question were to 
be votea upon at a municipal election. 


Sunday opening of the saloons in Los 
Angeles would be a distinct step back- 
ward. This is hardly debatable. It is, 
in fact, a self-evident assertion. Los 
Angeles cannot afford to take this 
backward step. Every consideration 
of morality and decency is against it. 
It is not so much a question of re- 
ligion as of expediency and of morals. 
There should be one day of rest and 
quiet out of seven in all well-regulated 
communities. A quiet Sunday is out 
of the question with wide-open saloons. 
The experiment has often been tried, 
with the invariable result that the 
Sunday saloon is a concomitant of 
Sunday lawlessness. 

The opponents of Sunday opening 
have yet time to defeat this iniquitous 
scheme, if they make the best of their 
opportunity. Quick and earnest action 
is necessary. It seems hardly credi- 
ble that a majority of the City Coun- 
cilmen could so far forget fheir duty 
to the community and to themselves 
as to vote in favor of this scandalous 
proposition. But it will not do to take 
anything for granted. No effort should 
be spare to defeat this well-laid 
scheme against the good name and the 
welfare of this community. 

The Councilmen who seek to quiet 
their consciences with the idea that 
the 10,000 signatures to the saloon 
men's petition represent the prevall- 
ing public sentiment of Los Angeles 
will discover, later on, that they en- 
tertained a fatal delusion. Public sen- 
timent in Los Angeles is emphatically 
against Sunday saloons, and it will 
make itself felt in a most emphatic 
manner sooner or later.

NEW PRIMARY 
LAW. 

The Minnesota Legislature, in 1899, 
passed a law governing primary elec- 
tions. It provided for the nomination 
of candidates by petition and by pop- 
ular vote, in counties having 200,000 or 
more inhabitants. Some doubt as to 
the expediency of the law appears to 
have existed, as indicated by the re- 
stricting of its operation to counties of 
200,000 or more population. 

The county in which the city of Min- 
neapolis is situated appears to have 
been the only county having the requi- 
site population to bring it under the 
operation of the law. The results of 
the election in that county, held under 
the new primary law last fall, were 
such as to demonstrate the wisdom of 
the law. “It demonstrated,” says a 
writer in Gunton’s Magazine, speaking 
of the statute and its operation, “that 
when the people realize that they have 
a right to vote and that their votes 
will count and not be offset by any 
coercing conspiracy, they will attend 
the primaries with about the same in- 
terest that they have in voting on 
election day.” 

About 32,000 voters attended the pri- 
maries in Minneapolis and voted for 
nomination of candidates. This 
at the primaries exceeded the en- 
vote of the city for Governor at 
last preceding election. Thus, it 
appears, there is no difficulty in get- 
ting voters to turn out at the primaries 
under a law which renders it possible 
for them to make their influence felt 
in the nomination of suitable and 
worthy candidates for office. 

The writer in Gunton’s Magazine, 
above referred to, points out one de- 
fect in the Minnesota law. That stat- 
ute, it appears, has “the defect of not 
limiting the primaries to the previous- 
ly-enrolled members of the respective 
parties; hence they are still exposed 
to the evils of ‘padded rolls’ so prev- 
alent in New York previous to the 
new primary law, which provides that 
only the enrolled voters of the respec- 
t ve parties shall be permitted to vote 
at a party’s primaries.” The Minne- 
sota law, with the exception of the de- 
fect referred to, seems to be an entire 
success. Its operation will be watched 
with great interest in other parts of 
the country. It is to be presumed that 
the Minnesota Legislature will remedy 
the defect, and will extend its opera- 
tion to other parts of the State in the 
near future. 

The primary-election law passed by 
the California Legislature at the ses- 
sion just closed is as yet an unknown— 
or, rather, an untried—quantity. If it 
shall prove as successful in practical 
operation as the Minnesota law, we 
shall soon see, it is devoutly to be 
hoped, the beginning of the end of boss 
rule and “push” politics in California.

Vonie Thomas, whose drunken spouse, 
Edwin Thomas, was shot by her son, 
Marry Hotchkiss, on February 24, be- 
cause he thought his stepfather was 
about to carry out a threat to cut his 
mother’s throat. 

At any rate, Harry says he thought 
so, and that his thought was grounded 
in @ great fear, as he shot aimlessly 
at the cursing, maddened, insulting 
Thomas 


Mrs. Thomas gave her testimony 
yesterday in a most excited manner. 
Her position was a peculiarly hard 
one. Her husband was the killed 
man; her son Was the slayer. She 
stated that on the afternoon of the 
fatal day she had met her husband 
in the town of Santa Monica, and that 
he had asked for money, which she 
refused. He thereupon told her to 
t home, or she would get hurt. 
ereafter she told her son Harry of 
the threats. Meantime Thomas had 
become beastly drunk and gone to

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Exhibition Will Be of 
Great Interest. 


Many Inquiries Already 
Coming in. 


What Frank Wiggins Thinks 
of the Outlook Estimates 
of Attendance.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) March %.—The 
fact that California will make a good 
exhibition at the Pan-American Expo- 
sition is a matter upon which the State 
Board of Trade and the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce are to be con- 
gratulated. This show will be the best 
business getter of any that has been 
heid in the United States, not even ex- 
cepting the World's Fair at Chicago in 
1897. The products of California are 
marketed largely among tne well-to-do 
people of the Kast—not the very rich 
in all cases, and not the poor in any 
case. The solid business foik of all of 
the Eastern States are the best cus- 
tomers that California has anywhere. 
The oranges d wines go to the Mid- 
die States to New England. The 
People from tnose States are coming to 
buna to see the exposition, and they 
are

regularly every day. The problem of 
tting to Buffalo will be a simple one 


or all the people who will want to 
come here. 
Frank W secretary of the Los 


Angeles Chamber of Commerce, says 
he thinks that this exposition is going 
to be a great thing for California for 
the reasons set forth above. Mr. Wig- 
gins does not favor expositions except 
hen they are held away from home. 
does not believe that a big exposi- 
tion held in San Francisco of Los An- 
geies would do either of those cities or 
the State of California any good. Be- 
ing from Los Angeles he is very 
tive that he does not want one there. 
He is of the opinion that the reaction 
in the business of a city after the show 
closes does more harm than hag been 
offset by the added business brought 
to the city. Then, again, ple will 
visit California any way. ey can’t 
be kept out of the State, and when they 


go there they find out about the indus- 
tries of Cajlifornia as well as if an ex- 
position were being held in each of the 
two leading cities of the State. 
But Mr. iggins believes that Call- 
fornia has done a good stroke of buet- 
neas in getting into the Buffalo Expo- 
sition on a rather extensive scale. No 
State in the Union will come any- 
where near making 80 good a showing 
of her own products, from the business 
oint of view, as will California. The 
tate has twice or three times as much 
floor space in the Horticultural Bulld- 
ing as any other State. California 
alone occupies the entire western end 
of that great building, and her floor 
space is 6000 square feet, evenly divided 
between the State Board of Trade and 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. 
That is nearly one-third of the floor 
epace of the entire bullding, and it is 
by far the most desirable part of it, 
being near enough to the main en- 
trance of the building to make it the 
most conspicuous thing in sight. 
Already inquiries are coming to Buf- 
falo about the California exhibit, and 
these inquiries are from business men 
in the Bast, who want a chance to do 
business with the State. At the ex- 
position headquarters they will tell 
the visitor that they have had more 
inquiries about Californiaand what she 
is to do at the big show than they 
have had about any two other States 
This is in spite of the fact that Call- 
fornia’s proposed exhibit has 
poorly advertised in the East.

Those 
living in our Middle, New England. 
Western and Northwestern States who 
go to the South or to the Southern At- 
lantic Coast, or to the West India 181 
ands, find that they must perforce rest 
because of the changed conditions. The 
higher temperature, the balmy, non- 
stimulating air, the quiet, peaceful life 
which prevalls at the places most to 
be preferred, put the sojourner into «a 
frame of mind and body in which noth- 
ing but rest is possible. He has been 
told that he must not do anything that 
Will cause him wear worry, and un- 
der the gentle and s uing influences 
the new climate and new environ- 
ment he finds that he could not do 
anything that would wear or worry 
him if he should try. I have been told 
by more than one that even the mere 
contemplation of the lazy and satisfied 
natives of such localities has brought 
a sense of rest and peace to troubled 
soul and body. 
BOOKS THAT AFFORD REST AT 
HOME. 


Often the problem is how best to rest 
at home in the evening or in the inter- 
vals of business. One not trained to 
habits of reading, so much a slave to 
work and care as never to have takep 
time for diversion or amusement, is 
often in this respect handicapped se- 
riously, and, it may be, fatally. If he 
has been a reader, let him turn 
to reading for relief; let him cultivate 
a taste for good Uterature. A good 
book contains a wealth of comfort. 
Books afford a method of brain rest 
and recreation of which too little use 
is made. The idea seems to be prev- 
alent that when the mind is weary and 
the body weak recreation is best at- 
tained by absolute physical and men- 
tal fallowness, including the avoidance 
of all study, and even . This 
is true to only a limited degree: now 
and then we meet with one who should 
inceed lift neither hand nor foot, 
should neither sneak nor think, or at 

t dome as near to this neg- 
ative state as rossibie; but even in 
Such a case, absolute physical and 
mental inertia should not be much pro- 
longed. 

As regards reading, I have found 
most rest for myse and for those 
committed to my care not in the rap- 
idly-thrown-off productions of the mod- 
ern writer, but in the classical stories 
cf an times. Seneca on Tranquillity 
i es gcod a mental dose for a tired 
multi-milllionaire of today as it was 
for Serenus in the days of Nero. De- 
foe and Sterne, Goldsmith and Col- 
eridge, Izaak Walton and Lamb, 
White of Selborne and Thoreau will 
serve a better purpose for the nervous 
invalid than much of the output of the 
modern press. The doctor need not al- 
ways fear that he will be insulting the 
intelligence of even his wealthy and 
educated patients by suggesting clas- 
sical writers: strange to say, they are 
sometimes more familiar with the 
modern romancer of uncertain merit; 
or if perchance the classics are 
time friends they will be returned to 
with renewed pleasure under the stim- 
ulus of another's guidance. Not that 
all recent literature should be disre- 
garded, but a word against the neg- 
lect of the classic and normal in lIit- 
erature may well be said. 


GAMES AND ENTERTAIN- 
MENTS. 

The extent to which one should re- 
sort to games and social and other en- 
tertainments can be determined only 
by each one studying his own condi- 
tions and limitations. Some men and 
women obtain great relief and re>rea- 
tion from cards or chess, or games like 
numero, halrae and the like. It needa 
only to be said that such games should 
not be made a bus'ness but a pleasure. 
It is the change and the s cla! inter- 
course which do the most good. The 
tendency of sonte to resort to diver- 
sions that call into lay the same 
faculties required at their daily work 
should be avoided. A man, who is com- 
pelled during the day to concentrate 
his attention closely upon problems of 
finance, of law or of medicine would 
better resort to euchre or other easily- 
Played games of cards than to whist 
oro chess. Long sticking at the card 
table should be avoided, or the attempt 
at diversion may be worse than bus! 
ness itself. Concert and theater going, 
public readings and lectures, and even 
the tea, the reception and the ball may 
play a useful part in resting from 
business; but, unhappily, too often such 
diversions take from sleep and est. 
The claims made upon young men in 
business and in professions by such 
diversions sometimes add to their al- 
ready heavy loads rather than to clear 
their heads and lighten their hands 
and feet for the work of the next day. 
DANGERS OF THE SscCIENTIFIC 

WORKER. 

A word might be said here of the 
special dangers which wait upon the 
scientific worker. He, like the business 
man in some respes ts, although unlike 
him in others, is in greatest danger 
from too intense and prolonged work 
in a single direction. If he is not 
careful he will make his life a terrible 
monotone. With his eyes fixed 
a single, and it may be an important 
and noble object, turns neither to 
the right nor to left, but strives 
without resting day or night to reach 
this goal. He is often the object of 
admiration, and sometimes of envy; he 
accomplishes much, but sooner or later 
he pays the penalty of his misdirected 
geal. Often a man of general capacity 
and varied resources, spurred by his 
desire to achieve the high place in his 

den vocation, gives up one after an- 
other every means of amusement and 
diversion until he finds that the sum- 
mit of euccess which he has reached is 
barren for him of everything that will 
give him personal comfort and pleas- 
ure. He has done the great work for 
others, but in doing it he finds Fim- 
self, when most in of relie 
isolated and often unhappy, 

the demon of unrest. 
ABOUT THE REST CURE. 

It may be well to close this article 
with a words about the so-called 
rest treatment or rest cure. Many 
mistaken notions are afloat regarding 
this subject, although the factors which 
make up this treatment have become 
well known to some members of the 
prof and to not a few in the 
community at large. The * 
generally have reference to the man- 
ner in which the treatment is carried 
out and to the range of its applica»ii- 
ity.
